Viceroy7Yunn-Shi-Kai's Yamon is s very 
modest afiair for atch a dominant person 
as this Honan man, who bas made no mis- 
takes, although he has been axp2sed to 
such crucial testa as the 1898 coup d'état 
and tho Borar,busiaess‘of 1900. For in 
Loth he was cxpected to be the prime 
mover who would decide the day—at leas, 
temporarily—and in both casos he did nog 
move, In “1898 the reform party, with 
tho weak and sexless Emporor,in their 
bands, expected co-operation from. Yuau- 
Shi-Kai, and bad even’ duly arranged for 
it, it fs whispered, to’ the best of their 
wvility, “Yuan wss no Viceroy in those 
days, but merely a high official in charge 
uf 8 corps d’élite of 8,000 foreign-drilled 
‘roops at the Hsiso-chan camp, which is a 
xtono’s throw from Tientain. According to
